Miurk Kerr and  assoeiates, of the
United States geologienl survey, who
wenta few mouths ago ob an exploring
trip to Alusks, have riturened, sovs
San Francisco disputeh to the Glole-
Damoceat, He elbmbed Moant St Blias
tothe he ight ot 000 feot an ex ploit which
has fled such  acepmplished  mount
win climbers as Schwathn, Seton, Knpere

and Gilder.  He also discovered the
mightiost glacier in the world In w
canon below Mount St Elins.  With

Keve woere Prof,  Russell of the United
States geological survey, and six woods-

men,  The knu'iy procended up Kettlo
river from  Yakutat bay tothe Kettle
glacier.  Following this they came to

Augustae gloeior. At the head of the
Avgusta gloeior they came upon o singu-
lar sight. Fifteen hundred  feet ahove
the stn level wos o small island in the
middle  of  pglaeianl Hlreams cov-
erod  with Nowers and  verdure,
They declded  to esll  the  lttle
paradise Blossom islund, Making tlieir
wiy over the mornine nbove the Augusta
glacier, and  coming on overn glucior
they ealled  the Hiteheoele, after the
selentist, they reachied the mightics
placier in the world, which they named
the Lucia glacier.  This vast hody 1s ten
